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Claim 1 (currently amended) A disposable diaper comprising/ 
a liquid-pervious topsheet; 
a liquid-impervious backsheet; 
a liquid-absorbent core disposed between sakHiquid-pervious topsheet and said liquid- 
impervious backsheet; 

a front waist region; 
a rear waist region; 

a crotch region extending bpfween $aid front waist region and said rear waist region in a 
longitudinal direction of the dialer; 

wings formed on tra&vereely opposite side portions of said rear waist region and extending 
outward in a circumferential direction intersecting said longitudinal direction, said wings having 
inner and outer sujiaces and circumfcrentially outer side edges and ciicumferentially inner side 
regions; and 
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fastener sections formed on said wings and extending outward in said circumferentk 
direction said fastener sections having inner surfaces and a strip of male mechanical/fasteners 
members formed on and extending from said inner surfaces, 

said wings comprising a nonwoven fabric made of thermoplastic sj^thetic fibers, said 
nonwoven fabrio partially oxt e nds outward from oircumforentially out e r side r e gions of soid wingG to 
form said fastener s ections which aro provid e d on tho inn e r mirfacop'of tho wings with said malo 
m e chanioal fasten e r members, 

a plurality of fine fusion spots formed on the inner surfaces of the wings, at which fine fusion 
spots said thermoplastic synthetic fibers are fused togetirer, said plurality of fine fusion spots being 
arranged so that there is a greater number of said fjrfe fusion spots per unit area in said outer side 
£^ ^ regions of said wings that extend inward from th6 male mechanical fastener strips over a transverse 
distance that is at least equal to widths of thebaic mechanical fastener strips than in inner regions of 
said wings that extend inward from said'outcr side regions. 

Claim 2 (currently amended): Pne diaper according to Claim 1, wherein said nonwoven fabric is 
stiffer in circumferentially ojrter side regions of said wings that than in circumferentially inner side 
regions of said wings. 

Claim 3 (previoujdy amended): The diaper according to Claim 1, wherein said male mechanical 
fastener membffrs are releasably engaged with said inward inner side surface regions of said wings. 
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Claim 4 (previously amended): The diaper ap&wding to Claim 1, wherein said plurality of fine 
fusion spots comprise discrete spots that ndnetrate into the inner surface of the wings. 


Claim 5 (new): The diaper according to Claim 1, wherein the out^side regions of said wings 
extend inward from the male mechanical fastener strips over a^ansverse distance that is equal to 
widths of the male mechanical fastener strips. 

Claim 6 (new): The diaper according to Opto 1, wherein the outer side regions of said wings 
extend inward from the male mechanicalf&tener strips over a transverse distance that is greater than 
widths of the male mechanical fastener strips. 
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
